Claims 1-8,10-19,21-35,39-59 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art fails to 
teach a microcatheter system for insertion into a retinal vein lumen where the microcatheter 
system remains within the retinal vein during infusion of a solution without an external holding 
device which includes the combination of a flexible cannula having an outer diameter less than 
about 100 |im which is mounted into or encased in a second cannula forming an infusion path 
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with the flexible cannula and where the flexible cannula is configured to be disposed within the 
retinal vein and the second cannula is configured to be disposed within the eye when the flexible 
cannula is inserted into the retinal vein.
